ular intervals by the officials of United States Steel 
are slowly but surely tending to cause a change in 
public opinion. 








Wirth this issue THe AMERICAN ARTISAN presents 
the first of a series of articles in the Tinshop De- 
partment that may be studied with profit by all young 
tinners and will be read with interest by experienced 
members of the trade. They are from the pen of Mr. 
H. E. Osborne of Salt Lake City, an active sheet metal 
worker of 25 years’ experience who has a singular 
facility of expression and is well qualified to act as 
an instructor in sheet metal craftsmanship. 








From time to time many complaints are heard in 
the hardware trade of overcharges by express com- 
panies and other abuses of the express 
Cacapadtar’ privilege, including the errors frequently 

CI made by ignorant, incompetent or dis- 

honest express drivers or helpers who 
collect at destination for prepaid packages. 

Every manufacturer or jobber of hardware and 
most retailers have had uncomfortable experiences of 
this kind, and THe AMERICAN ARTISAN has in the 
past taken occasion several times to caution its friends 
and subscribers against such abuses. 

Merchants should invariably remember that in ship- 
ping by express when they prepay the charges, the 
address tags on the package, the box, or the case, 
and also the express recéipt should be plainly stamped, 
“Freight prepaid.” They should also be in possession 
of a regular tariff of the express company to see that 
they are not overcharged in the amount of expressage 
assessed, and whether the goods are shipped prepaid 
or not they should have the weight put on each pack- 
age and on each tag in every instance. 

As an eastern manufacturer writes us, “One has no 
idea of the amount of money that is lost in the course 
of a year in these transactions.” 

It is understood that the express companies in 
assessing the amount of expressage do not in the 
large towns actually weigh the packages. They take 
the packages as they come into the express office and 
estimate the weights in handling the same, and then 
make out their manifests according to such estimated 
weights without actually weighing the goods. This 
refers particularly to small packages. There is little 
doubt that their estimates in practically all cases are 
never under the actual weight, but in very many 
cases, in fact in practically all cases, are over weight. 

Furthermore, in a great many cases charges are 
prepaid and also collected at destination if the ship- 
pers do not mark on thé tags and on the packages 
“Express prepaid.” Consignees believing that the 
express charges had not been prepaid would in a 
great many cases where the goods are manifested col- 
lect pay the expressage also at destination. 

In a great. many cases of this kind, also, the ex- 
pressage assessed at destination is of a different 
amount from the figures assessed at the point of ship- 
ment. 

There is absolutely no excuse for these overcharges 
and double collections, which, as the manufacturer 


Express 
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quoted above truly says, may aggregate a considerable 
loss during the year. 

This being a subject of great interest to both whole- 
salers and retailers, THE AMERICAN ARTISAN will be 
glad to learn the experiences of its subscribers in con- 
nection with express shipments—whether they are 
overcharged, whether they have any trouble in col- 
lecting such overcharges, whether they find that in 
some cases they prepay the charges and then find 
them collected at destination, and whether in such 
instances they find the sum collected at destination 
agrees with the sum collected at the point of shipment. 

It may well be that a comparison of experiences and 
the multiplication of instances of overcharges and 
double collections may result in the lessening of some 
of the abuses now so frequently complained of. 








In the early days of July the daily press interested 
the people of the entire country in the service of a 
Mr. certain subpoena which had been issued 
‘Rockefeller by a federal court in Illinois for the 
in appearance as a witness in that court 
Chicago. of Mr. John D. Rockefeller, the elderly 
retired business man of New York and Cleveland 
who has been the uncomplaining butt of unscrupulous 
and merciless lampooners and cartoonists for several 
veats past. 

lor some days the American public was treated to 
a diurnal mass of rumors and fakements as to the 
whereabouts of Mr. Rockefeller and his alleged ef- 
forts to escape the service of the federal. subpcena. 
United. States marshals and their deputies were re- 
ported to be scouring several states in fruitless en- 
deavors to locate the subject of the subpeena and 
United States district attorneys galore were repre- 
sented as throwing various kinds of fits in their deter- 
mination to hale the head of the Rockefeller clan to 
the witness stand in Chicago. 

Then one morning it appeared that, far from seek- 
ing to elude service, Mr. Rockefeller had telegraphed 
to the Chicago judge who had issued the subpoena and 
to the United States marshal charged with its ser- 
needed in the. Western city. 

When the American public read this news Mr. 
Rockefeller was calmly proceetling to Chicago after 
accepting service of the subpoena just as any other 
American citizen would. Reaching Chicago he went 
into court, took the witness stand and in fifteen min- 
utes he answered the questions presented to him by 
Judge Landis as fully and freely as the limited knowl- 
edge of a man who has spent the past eight or ten 
years in absolute retirement from business would per- 
mit him to do. He spent a day in Chicago submit- 
ting philosophically and cheerfully to the more or less 
relevant questions of reporters, the importunities of 
photographers and the jostling of the curious crowd 
—and his simplicity, sincerity and evident good will 
toward all made a deep impression upon those who 
came in contact with him. 

It is, perhaps, not-correct to say that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s personality so impressed the people and the 
press of Chicago that it caused a revulsion of popular 
sentiment in his favor, but it is reasonably certain 
that one result of his visit to the Western metropolis 
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was a better understanding of Mr. Rockefeller as a 
man and as an American citizen seeking the cool 


shades of retirement in the evening of his days, but. 


not willfully evading any due process of law or duty 
of good -citizenship. 

In view of this fact it was perhaps worth while 
for Mr. Rockefeller to make that trip to Chicago. 
Some of his loudest-mouthed traducers now know 
what they could, if they would, have learned at any 
time—that he is a plain, law-abiding American citi- 
zen like themselves and not a demon, breathing fire. 








Ir Is interesting to calculate the effect. that the or- 
ganization of capital into great concerns of a controll- 
ing character will have upon the indus- 
A — trial situation in the periods of depres- 
H Far oo sion which political economists regard 
as inevitable from time to time. — It. has 
often and freely been assert@@ of late years.that such 
organizations as the United States Steel Corporation, 
for-example, will act positively as a safeguard against 
hard times. In fact, Chairman Gary of the Steel Cor- 
poration recently said he was sure the organization 
of capital into concerns of the character of United 
States Steel would prevent periods of absolute paraly- 
sis such as began in 1893. He pointed out that be- 
fore the creation of the Steel Corporation small con- 
cerns went into bankruptcy every time business slack- 
ened. The effect then was to rush into a vanishing 
and falling market with slaughtered sales of steel 
rails, pig iron and everything else. Even the Carfne- 
gie Company, big as it wag, tised to slash prices right 
and left. Now there are scarcely any small establish- 
ments left to fail and therefore there is steadiness in 
that direction. 


As the Steel Corporation produces from 60 to 65 
per cent of all the iron and steel in the country, it is 
able to maintain prices and save a diminishing market 
from demoralization or panic—and Judge Gary points 
out that the corporation did so in the year 1904. He 
says: 

“The year 1904 would have been full of danger under 
former circumstances. If was then that we sold large quan- 
tities of steel to foreign countries, when we dumped it, some 
of our critics said, upon strange markets ata lower price than 
we charged at home. We did cut the price to Europe. It was 
either cut or lose the chance of sale. Consumption fell away 
in this country. We had to go abroad or stop many of our 
mills and furnaces. So we kept our men at work by a tem- 
porary concession to foreign buyers. I explained the situa- 
tion to President Roosevelt, and he told me he thought the 
facts in our case were unanswerable.” 

When it is remembered that the capital of the Steel 
Corporation is $1,400,000,000; that the physical prop- 
erty of the corporation—its mills and furnaces—could 
not be duplicated for less than $400,000,000, and that 
more than 200,000 men are employed, who were paid 
last year $147,765,000 in wages, it will be seen that 
an immense power for good or for evil can be wielded 
by such a concern. We believe the country is to be 
congratulated upon the fact that the policy of the cor- 
poration is dictated by public-spirited men like Judge 
Gary, who, we truly believe, has at heart the interests 
of all his fellow-citizens.

I learn 
from the Free Press of that city that the spirit of his 
business is revealed by a sign which is displayed prom- 
inently and reads as follows: 

WE DO NOT SUBSTITUTE. 


The policy of this store is to give you what you ask for. 
If we do not carry in stock the article you wish we will get 
it for you regardless of expense to us. 

What we want is not only customers, but pleased 
customers. 


Commenting upon this policy the Streator Free 
Press says: “The trading public is discriminating 
and soon learns where it can trade with a certainty 
of securing good goods.” 

No truer word was ever written. We can all call 
to mind the name and location of some truly reliable 
store where one always gets just what he buys and 
where there is no effort made to substitute something 
“just as good.” It may be said, and said truly, that 
the merchant when convinced in his own mind of the 
reliability or the superior character of an article, is 
justified in selling it in place of another which has 
been asked for by name, but generally speaking the 
best pleased customer is he who gets exactly what he 
asks for, when he comes into the store with some spe- 
cific article or make of goods in his mind. 

When the customer gets just what he asks for the 
storekeeper is not to blame ii it is not just what the 
customer really wants, nor is the retailer to blame 
should it fail to give satisfaction. It is altogether the 
safest way to adopt the motto, “We do not substi- 
tute,” and this applies to the jobber as well as to the 
retailer.

Who would have imagined ten years ago that in 
this present year of grace, 1907, the roller-skating 
fad of the seventies and eighties would be revived 
to such an extent as to become a positive craze, east 
and west, north and south? It is a condition of 
things in which the hardware man is especially inter-

In many cities, the roller-skating business of the 
past year has been phenomenal. Last fall in Utah, as 
an example, the demand for roller skates was largely 
in excess of the supply. Everybody wanted to go 
skating and catloads of skates were no sooner received 
by jobbers than the goods went out on immediate or- 
ders. The Salt Lake City News said: “The craze seems 
to be extending all over the state, so that before the 
rush is over probably every third man, woman or child 
will be the happy possessor of a pair of roller skates. 
The craze has knocked out dancing, the historic 

nusement of this state, and it is a hard thing to 
cather even a baker’s dozen at the average -dancing 
party,” 

The coming of the cool weather in the fall is rea- 
iably sure to be accompanied by a renewal of the 
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strong demand for roller skates for out-of-door use. 
The rinks everywhere are crowded even in the hot- 
test weather and it is likely that the asphalt pavements 
of all our cities will become roller-skating rinks next 
fall. Hardware dealers will do well to test the feel- 
ing of their communities in this matter and to antici- 
pate the probable demand for roller skates. Supplies 
may be hard to get when the demand sets in.

Col. J. F, Richards of Kansas City is a pioneer of 
the hardware business in that part of the country and 
still has one of the posters that he had printed in St. 
Louis to announce the opening of his first hardware 
venture at Leavenworth in 1857. The poster is about 
3% by 3 feet, a truly magnificent size for those days, 
and reads: : 

“Hardware for Emigrants, Farmers, Miners and the 
Whole People of Kansas and Missouri at the New 
Three-Story Brick Building, Corner of Third and 
Delaware Streets. Call at J. F. Richards’ Pioneer 
Hardware Store and Agricultural Warehouse, Leaven- 
worth City, K. T.” 

The state of Kansas was a territory then and Leaven- 
worth was Leavenworth City, while the imprint of the 
printers of the poster gave their office as “opposite the 
bank, St. Louis.” In those days St. Louis had but one 
bank and Leavenworth none at all. “We handled a 
good many things then that are not included in a 
hardware stock’ now,” said Col. Richards the other 
day. “There was the Manning reaper, for instance, of 
which you never hear nowadays, but we considered 
it a great harvesting machine in those days. We sold 
hundreds of ox yokes—they were made of good walnut 
timber then—and also ox chains and shoes.” 

Col. Richards is now the head of the Richards & 
Conover Hardware Company, Kansas City, and not 
long ago celebrated the golden anniversary of his con- 
nection with the hardware trade.

I had to keep impaneling new 
sets all the time. This cost money and then the offi- 
cers put in their petition.” 

President Kline in the petition for receiver, it is 
said, claimed that the girls employed to exploit the 
business of the concern were paid excessive wages, 
hence the application.

OBITUARY. 


George W. Lininger. 

George Washington Lininger, one of the oldest 
hardware men in Omaha, Nebraska, died at his resi- 
dence in that city recently, aged 72. 

‘He was born in Chambersburg, Pennsylvania, De- 
cember 14, 1835, the family moving to Peru, Ne- 
braska, when he was twelve years old. He became 
interested in the stove, tin and hardware business at 
an early age and later on engaged in the wholesale 
branch at Council Bluffs, Iowa, becoming a member 
of the firm of Shugert, Lininger & Wies. In 1874 
Mr. Lininger became the resident manager of the 
Omaha branch of this business and in the following 
year, the Council Bluffs firm being dissolved, it was 
succeeded by G. W. Lininger & Company and then 
ir turn by the firm of Lininger, Metcalf & Company 
and the Lininger Implement Company. Mr. Lininger 
was a prominent Mason, having been grand master 
of the Nebraska jurisdiction, and was the moving 
spirit and largest contributor when the Masonic Home 
at Plattsmouth, Nebraska, was established. At the 
time of his death he was president of the Masonic 
Home. He was a man of artistic tastes and a perfect 
type of the good citizen.

EXPRESS COMPANIES’ CHARGES. 





To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I believe you can render a great service to the hardware 
trade and to business men generally by taking up the subject 
of express companies’ overcharges, the double collection of 
charges, at point of shipment and at destination, and the diffi- 
culty of securing redress from the companies in such cases. 

You might also call attention, if you, will, to the fact the 
expressage assessed at destination is often different in amount 
from that assessed at point of shipment. I will give you a 
specific instance: 

A shipment went forward-from “Ansonjg,~ Cann.,. tora 
customer in Watertown, N. Y., shipped: March 28,1907, by 
the American Express. The expressage on this’ shipmént. was 
prepaid, 210 lbs., $4.40. When the box’ arrived at destination 
expressage was collected in the sum of $7.20, on 200 lbs 
weight. ' 

Here is a case where the express ‘charges were fully pre- 
paid and also collected at. destination, the» charge assessed at 
destination being over 60 per cent in’ excess of the charge 
assessed at point of shipment. The amount originally pre- 
paid was the correct one based on the rate of freight. _ 

I believe these things should be aired so that business 
men may be on their guard against them.

BREECH-LOADING FIREARM. 








J. Stevens Arms & Tool Company of Chicopee 
Falls, Mass., have been assigned a patent No. 858,- 
520, just issued to Alfred G. LaRiviere and William 
Ferguson of Chicopee Falls, on a _ breech-loading 
firearm, The official sketch is reproduced herewith. 





The claims allowed by the Patent Office are as fol- 
lows: 


1. In a breech-loading firearm, in combination with a 
pivotal breech-block, a hammer, and actuating spring there- 
for, and a pivoted lever one end of which serves as an abut- 
ment for said spring and the opposite end of which bears on 
said breech block, whereby the latter is yieldingly held in an 
opened or closed position by the action of the spring. 

2. In a breech-loading firearm, in combination with a 
pivotal breech-lock, a hammer, an actuating spring there- 
for and a pivoted léver, one end of which serves as an abut- 
ment for said spring and the opposite end of which bears 
on said breech-block, whereby the latter is yieldingly held in 
an opened or closed position by the action of the spring, a pin 
carried by the breech-block, a cartridge extractor mounted on 
the barrel and engaged by the pin, whereby the extractor is 
moved in unison with the breech-block. 

3. In a firearm, a pivotal breech-block, one end of the 
same lying beneath the barrel, an S-shaped lever having one 
end engaging the block and its opposite end supporting a 
compression spring, said spring having its opposite end con- 
nected to the hammer, whereby the block can be maintained 
in either open or closed position, and whereby the hammer 
can be operated independently of the S-shaped lever and 
block, as described.

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THE WHY AND WHEREFORE OF MIXED 
PAINTS. 





BY G. B. HECKEL. 

The manufacture of paint and of varnish as special indus- 
tries is a comparatively recent development. Within less than 
a century painters ground their dry colors in oil with slab and 
muller and either “cut” shellac in alcohol in a churn or boiled 
up gums and solvents in a pot over the kitchen fire. It was 
the physical impossibility of meeting in this way the demand of 
a rapidly growing population of wooden-house builders that 
led to the establishment of paint and varnish factories. 

At first only white lead and colors were ground in oil and 
supplied in paste form to painters, who combined them with 
the necessary thinners in the shop. But custom is a tyrant, 
yielding only to force, and up to fifty years ago there were 
still old painters who bought and “mulled” their own colors. 

The second step towards specialization was the Yankee 
invention of ready-mixed paint, about the middle of the last 
century. The formula was patented by the inventor, and in 
some sections of the country all ready-mixed paints are still 
popularly known as “patent paint,” though they bear no re- 
semblance to the original patented article, and none of them 
are now patented. 

The step was perfectly logical: if white lead ground in 
oil by machinery, and pigments ground in oil by machinery are 
better and cheaper than the same materials ground by hand 
in the paint shop, why wouldn't it be better and cheaper to 
leave the whole process of paint-making and mixing to the 
paint factory? Hence the modern paint factory and the mod- 
ern ready-mixed paint. And they have come to stay. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Toch, who hes carefully compiled the statis- 
tics of the subject, the annual consumption of ready-mixed 
paints “increased from zero in 1860 to something like 30,000,- 
000 gallons in 1903.” In comparison with such figures, the in- 
crease in the consumption of lead in oil during the same period 
is not worth considering. ¢ 


History Repeating Itself. 

Painters as a class are opposed to ready-mixed paints; 
partly because they have been educated to the use of another 
form of paint; partly because the workman is always conserva- 
tive; and partly because painters believe, wrongly of course, 
that shop mixing is profitable, whereas it is a self-evident fact 
that hand labor can never compete, either in cost or efficiency, 
against machine labor—it is the old case of the “grain cradle” 
against the reaper and binder, the hand-loom against the pow- 
er loom, the planing-mill against the carpenter’s plane, the 
sewing-machine against the thread and needle. The whole 
history of human progress is filled with illustrative incidents, 
showing that increased facilities of production and decreased 
cost always lead to increased consumption and a consequent 
increase of demand for labor. The sewing-machine, to take 
but one instance, has increased’ the. demand for needle-work 
so that ten, yes a hundred seamstresses are now healthily em- 
ployed where one found precarious znd unwholesome occupa- 
tion before the days of Elias Howe. 

So it will be with ready-mixed paint—in fact, is already 
so: Before 1860 paint was something of a luxury; to-day an 
unpainted building in the more progressive parts of the coun- 
try is exceptional and “sticks up like a sore thumb.” It will 
become rarer and rarer as property owners come more and 
more to realize the fact that it is cheaper to use paint than 
to save it. The statement sounds like a paradox, but it is bare 
truth. Unpainted wood or metal will decay, while the regular, 
judicious use of good paint will preserve wood or metal in- 
definitely. It is chezper and safer for a property owner to 
neglect his fire insurance than to neglect painting, because 
while few buildings burn all buildings decay, unless protected 
with paint. 

That fact being self-evident, the choice of paint becomes 
the important consideration, and here we are led inevitably 
back to ready-mixed paint as the logical up-to-date conclusion. 

Old Methods of Mixing. 

The case seems to me so clear and simple as to be scarce- 
ly worth arguing about. On the one hand, we have white lead, 
ete, ground to a thick paste in linseed oil and tinting colors of 
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various kinds (pure or impure), also ground to a thick paste. 
These the painter must mix with a paddle in a paint bucket 
with large quantities of linseed oil, turpentine and liquid dry- 
ers. Whatever his skill or patience he cannot in this way pro- 
duce a uniform mixture. This fact can be proved at any time 
by taking a few drops of such a mixture on a ground-glass slab 
and rubbing it with a muller. The tint will gradually deepen, 
proving that the coloring matter was not thoroughly incor- 
porated; and if the coloring matter, which we can distinguish 
is not evenly distributed, neither are the other ingredients 
which we cannot distinguish. Moreover, the painter is more 
likely than not to get adulterated oil and turpentine and cheap 
rosin dryers. He does not know, the dealer does not know, 
but those who study paints know that this condition is at the 
root of more than half the complaints of poor painting. 

Qn the other hand we have ready-mixed paints, prepared 
by machinery in a paint factory, equipped for analysis and test- 
ing. The paint manufacturer's living depends on his ability to 
give the best satisfaction at the lowest cost. It is a matter of 
experience that the manufacturer in any line who fails to 
“make good” does not last. If a paint manufacturer’s business 
grows steadily, there cen be only one reason for it, and that 
is that his paint is good, and that old jobs are bringing new 
customers. 


Any Paint Better Than None. 

Mixed paints differ considerably in composition, and yet 
the higher grades of them are surprisingly alike in general 
results. They are based chiefly on certain proportions of 
white lead and oxide of zinc, etc., some with additions of 
“sublimed” lead or “zinc lead” and with or without inert ma- 
terials. The painter is chiefly exercised over these inert ma- 
terials (gypsum, barytes, etc.), ignoring the fact that the 
“good old lead” of the past generation was, three-fourths of it, 
loaded with these same “inert materials.” He also overlooks 
the fact that the largest consumers of pzint in the world, 
railroad companies, agricultural implement makers, etc., who 
specify exactly the components and proport!ons of their paints, 
have unanimously settled on combinations in which these inert 
materials play a conspicuous part. 

As far as the consumer is concerned, if he does not make 
the “penny-wise-and-pound-foolish” mistake of trying to save 
money on the cost of his paint, he is perfectly safe in buying 
and using any high-grade ready-mixed paint in the market, 
bearing the brand of a reputable manufacturer. 

But it is far better and more economical to use any paint 
than to use no paint or to use paint too infrequently, and this, 
it strikes the writer, is a field where the press of the country 
have it in their power to do a great economic service, in the 
way of education.

PLANNING, ESTIMATING AND SELLING 
HOT AIR FURNACES.

(Continued from last issue.) 

Coming now to the matter of estimating a heating 
job, it becomes evident that the planning is a decided 
help; in fact, it is hard for me to comprehend how 
an intelligent estimate can be made without this pre-

I sometimes think that the discredit that the fur- 
nace business has got into in some places has been 
due greatly to the element of guesswork that has 
been customary. 

For a dealer to look at a house, figure the cubic 
contents, get the size of furnace, guess at the fit- 
tings, time, ete., that the job will require is a slipshod 
way of doing the business and many are guilty of 


‘this same method. It usually results in a poor job, on 


which money is lost, and a dissatisfied customer. 

On the other hand, with a carefully planned job 
the size of furnace is stated, the pipes are shown, all 
registers and pipe runs can be easily figured and the 
one item of uncertainty is the time it will take to 
put in the work, and this will be eliminated after a 
few jobs. A careful estimate can be made by using 
a system of blanks and these compared with the work 
as it progresses. There are a good many small items 
hat must be considered in an estimate and these 
‘tentimes make an aggregate that cuts the profit. 
‘or convenience we show a system adopted some 
¢ ago and which has been very satisfactory so far, 
showing at a glance how much we have in a job, and 
‘so aiding us in computing ‘other work. This esti- 
‘ sheet is made out in duplicate, giving one to the 
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tinner and not pricing it, using the other for pricing 
and reference.

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When the job is completed, it is an easy matter to 
compare and see where the gain or loss comes in at. 


The Important Matter of Profit. 


The matter of profit has been a neglected portion 
of the furnace busifess. When a plan is made and 
estimate given on the work and it is ascertained what 
the cost of the system will be, the question often 
comes up, what profit shall be added? Say the cost 
of material and labor is $175, no one can afford to 
place the work complete for $200, which is so often 
the case. 

When the time it takes a furnace man to install a 
job is taken into consideration, which is on the aver- 
age a week, the returns are too small at this percent- 
age of margin. There ought to be $50 to $75 clear 
gain in a good job, otherwise the tinner’s time is bet- 
ter employed at some other work. 

A good margin is an incentive to do. good work 
and the public is gradually being educated to this. 

The hardest part of the business used to be the clos- 
ing of the contract, but a careful plan is a great lever- 
age towards getting a deal closed. The purchaser, 
as a rule, is well able to see where some work is weak 
and it is up to the dealer to convince him that his 
is the better way. 

A card system and follow-up letters for prospective 
buyers have been preliminary to the planning and a 
part of the selling campaign, resulting in an invita- 
tion to submit an estimate. This must be supplement- 
ed by a thorough explanation of the system, the kind 
of material used and last, but not least, the references 









































































































morning session for an inspection of the plant of the 
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that the dealer has of satisfied customers have an im- 
portant effect in closing a sale. 

Price will have a small bearing in clinching a sale 
if the previous work has been thorough and will be 
lost sight of when perfect confidence is reposed in the 
dealer. ) 

Business Methods Will}, Win. 

Methods as described in the foregoing make it pos- 
sible to ask a good profit on this class of work and 
they win out in the end. 

It is good policy to lose a: sale rather than put in 
a cheap job, because a poor system is a boomerang 
and makes trouble galore. Experience will verify 
this statement. The people that are making a success 
of furnace work to-day are doing it on different lines 
than of old and although there are always consumers 
that want a cheap job, as a rule the*majority want a 
good system. “The educational campaign showing 
the difference ought to come from the manufacturer 
and dealer. 

The last item before commencing work is the con- 
tract, and this ought to be a fair agreement both to- 
wards the dealer and the consumer. Payment ought 
to be insisted on as soon as the work is completed 
and no unreasonable guarantees given. Of course 
the job must be kept in view and if some difficulties 
arise during operation, the complaints should be at- 
tended to at once. These will be few if proper care 
is taken and if methods as outlined above are brought 
into play the business will be placed on a_ higher 
plane. For without doubt the increasing sales re- 
ported by the furnace manufacturers show the great 
demand for this style of heating apparatus, and it is 
up to the dealer to reap the benefit. 


HEATING AND VENTILATING ENGINEERS.

sion of the semi-annual meeting which opens at Io. 

Between the morning and afternoon sessions 
the members are invited to take special cars to the 
plant of the H. W. Johns-Manville Company, where 
luncheon will be served. The program includes an 
automobile ride for the ladies, to start at 2 o’clock, 
when the afternoon session will open. 

On Friday, July 19, arrangements have been made 
to start immediately after the adjournment of the 
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Johnson Service Company, where a luncheon will be 
served. The ladies are invited to participate in this 
visit, which is timed so as not to interfere with either 
the morning or the afternoon session. Friday after- 
noon the ladies will visit the Layton Art Gallery and 
the Public Museum and Library. At the close of the 
afternoon session the members and ladies will be taken 
in tally-ho coaches to Whitefish Bay, where a supper 
will be served and timely speeches made. 

An invitation has been received to visit the plant 
of the Allis-Chalmers Company on Saturday morning. 

The entertainment committee has made all its ar- 
rangements so as to interfere as little as possible 
with the attendance of the members at the daily 
sessions. 

The technical topics set for discussion at the meet- 


ing are as follows: 


No. 1. The relative efficiency velocity in two air’ pipes, 
one having a vertical rise of 18 inches to a round elbow sup- 
plying a pipe running horizontal for 10 feet, the other having 
a uniform upward inclination of 18 inches in 10 feet. 

No. 2. The difference in capacity to be provided in warm 
air pipes where air travels at different velocities. 

No. 3. The relative size of hot air pipes carrying the 
same volume of air at velocities of 100, 150, 200 and 300 feet 
per minute. 

No. 4. The amount of radiation necessary to maintain 70 
degrees in a building having movable glass and an excessive 
air leakage and in one having weather strips practically avoid- 
ing air leakage. 

No. 5. The chemical and physical properties of cast iron 
used in boilers and radiators. 

No. 6. The relative advantage of a wet or dry return to 
a boiler set at the end of a long narrow building in a gravity 
system, and the advantage of extending the main a long or 
short distance beyond the last radiator connection. 

No. 7. The benefits derived from the use of fusible plugs 
in cast iron steam boilers. 

No. 8—The advantages in efficiency and economy of one 
large or two smaller boilers for carrying the same large 
amount of radiation, assuming in either case ample capacity 
for the work. 

No. 9. The comparative fuel consumption of firebox boil- 
ers in brick setting and horizontal tubular boilers. 

No. 10. The size of standard firebox boilers which should 
be provided to supply 1,500 pounds of steam per hour for 
direct radiation at three pounds pressure, burning hard coal 
with a 60-foot chimney and good draft.

A Chapter ‘About JElbows, Angles, Tees, Roof Saddles, 
Chimney :Thimbles, Etc., All Cut in the 
Same Manner. 


We will first consider a square two-piece elbow, 
and a very convenient method of cutting it. By a 
square elbow I mean one of 90 degrees. 

Lay out the blank of sufficient length to make a

pipe of the desired size, 187 inches for 6-inch pipe, or 
22 inches for 7-inch. Then allow as much on each 
side as will be required for locks, or lap if to rivet. 
We will now suppose we are to cut a 7-inch 9c- 
degree elbow in two pieces. We will take a piece of 
sheet iron about 23x14 inches and mark the lines 
XY and QZ 22 inches apart and parallel. This will

leave a half-inch for lock on each edge if we have 
previously cut it 23 inches long. 

On the line XY, about 3 inches down from X mark 
A; 3% inches from A mark C, and 7 inches from A 
mark B, Jn the same manner, and at the same dis- 
tances mark on line QZ the points D, F and E. A and 
B, and D and E are each 7 inches apart on their re- 
spective lines XY and QZ. This is the correct dis- 
tance, because the rise or backset of a 7-inch elbow 
is 7 inches, or just equal to the diameter of the pipe. 
This is the same in any other size, that is, the rise 
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for any size of go-degree two-piece elbow is just the 
diameter of the pipe. 

Now span the dividers 3% inches, the radius of the 
pipe, and with one foot at C, describe the semi-circle 
A to B. And with one foot at F describe one from 
Deto E. Next draw the center line from C to F, 
and with the dividers unchanged place one foot at 3 
where the center line crosses the semi-circle, and 
mark short arcs at 1 and 5. From A, same span, 
mark 2, and from B mark 4. Proceed the same at the 
other end of pattern, thus dividing each semi-circle 
into 6 equal spaces. 

Draw parallel lines from XY to QZ through these 
points, dividing the pattern into 6 unequal spaces, as 
shown in Fig. 1 of Elbows. 

Space any one of the parallel lines, or the bottom 
edge of sheet into 12 equal spaces, and draw lines 
from the points perpendicularly, crossing the hori- 
zontal lines as shown, and draw a freehand line 
through the alternate points of intersection, from B

to 5, to 8, to 7, to 10, to 5 and ending at E. This 
line is clearly shown by the heavy curved line in 
Fig. I. 

Cut on this line, and we have the two pieces A and 
B shown in Fig. 2, which, when formed up and locked 
will make a two-piece go-degree elbow with one seam 
in the throat, and one on top. 

To make a roof saddle for the side of a half-pitch 
roof, cut on same line. 

But if for comb of roof, cut from B to 8, then down 
to 9, up to 10 and down to E, and use the lower piece 
shown by B of Fig. 3. The other piece resulting from 
this cut is a tee pattern, but without allowance for lap, 
which may be added as desired, as shown by dotted 
lines in A of Fig. 3. It is, however, the true intersec- 
tion line of the Tee. 

A Fig. 3 is also the pattern for a stove-pipe thimble 
to fit in a corner, And the other piece, B, is a thimble 
to fit the projecting corner of a chimney. 

Thus far we have only been working with angles 
of 90 degrees. To make patterns for other angles it 
is only required to get the rise of the miter line, and 
span the dividers to equal one-half of it, after which 
the process is the same. The semi-circles must be 
of a diameter equal to the required rise.

I notice that our steel-square friend, Mr. A. A. 
Jones of Toledo, Ohio, in your issue of July 6th im- 
plies that a mechanic is a master workman or one spe- 
cially skilled in any art or trade. He would have 
the mechanic an expert or an adept in the use of all 
the tools of his trade and this is truly “a consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wish’d,” but I do not see why 
we should deprive the average workman of the name 
and imply that he is a dub, and confer the name 
mechanic only on those who are specially skilled. 

“Mechanic” may be defined and is defined in some 
dictionaries as “one engaged in a mechanical trade; 
an artisan ;”"—not necessarily one specially skilled or 
we would not speak so frequently of “skilled me- 
chanics.” If Mr.. Jones’ question had been, “What 
constitutes a Skilled Mechanic” his answer would be 
more applicable, but the proportion of mechanics who 
are especially expert is no greater perhaps than the 
proportion of lawyers who are leaders of their pro- 
fession or the proportion of preachers who are Beech- 
ers. It is no greater possibly than the proportion of 
baseball players who are Lajoies or of actors who are 
stars. 

I would answer the question, “What constitutes a 
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mechanic?” by saying that he is an artisan or worker 
in the mechanical arts who is not above his business 
and who strives to’do his best, one who is always 


trying to learn more about his trade and never gets 
to thinking that he knows it all.

I have been somewhat interested in reading in your 
columns as to what constitutes a mechanic. 

I must say that I heartily agree with A. A. Jones 
that this matter certainly ought to have been included 
in the pure food law.

aning out—not casting any reflections, of course, only 


speaking in general. 

I served three years’ apprenticeship with J. S. Hays

first year and $50 each the next two. I wanted to 
learn the trade and price was no object, but since 
living in Illinois for twelve years I have noticed about 
the first thing a prospective apprentice wants to know 
is what wages you will pay him. And he usually 
starts in at about $1 per day. In about twelve to 
eighteen months he has it all learned, has left you, and 
is getting $2 a day. Is he a mechanic? Do you 
think he can make a piece of flaring tinware? 

I will leave some old tinsmith knight of the wooden 
hammer to answer. 

I think a mechanic is one in every sense of the word 
capable of doing anything in his line to very near 
perfection. 

I do not consider myself first class, but I went 
through the mill eighteen years ago and am at it still.

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GLOBE-LIFTING DEVICE FOR LANTERNS. 

David C. Kline of Rochester, N. Y., assignor to 
The Pritchard-Strong Company, Rochester, N. Y.., 
manufacturers of “Prisco” lanterns, etc., has been 








awarded a patent No. 858,991 on a globe-lifting de- 
vice for lanterns, of which the official sketch is re- 
produced herewith. The first claim allowed is as 


follows: 
1. In a globe lifting device for lanterns, the combination 
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of a lantern frame, a globe frame comprising a globe plate 
and vertical side wires attached thereto, guides for said side 
wires in said frame, a guard wire pivoted at its ends in said 
frame, a link connected at one end to the globe plate adjacent 
to the connection of a side wire thereto and to said guard 
wire at a point out of line with a pivot thereof and a pro- 
jection on said lantern frame over which said guard wire is 
sprung for holding the globe raised or lowered. 
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A MINIATURE BRASS FOUNDRY 











The loud and insistent calls for trade schools or 
practical working branches of the manual. training 
schools seem to have borne fruit in several parts of 
the country. The Tilden school of Chicago recently 
opened a brass foundry as a new department in the 
manual training branch. The Tilden is a public gram- 
mar school, and is the only one of its kind in the Uni- 
ted States that can boast of a brass foundry. 

The ‘equipment of the shop was donated by R. T. 
Crane, the prominent Chicago manufacturer, and in- 
cludes a charcoal blast furnace, an assortment of bel- 
lows, trowels, tamps, ladles and patterns. It is situ- 
ated in a room 25 feet square in the basement, and is 
a model of the “real thing.” Castings are actually 
made by the score of interested boys clad in blue jeans, 
overalls and jumpers. ©f the patterns the most popu- 
lar are those of a green goose in bas relief, and the 
features of a personage who may be any one from 
George Washington to Hermes. Sometimes he ap- 
pears as the father of his country, and sometimes he 
is undoubtedly the heathen god. Keys and miniature 
hatchets-and other articles are also cast. 

Classes in shop work are held two or three days 
every week and are of two or three hours’ duration. 
The school officials believe that with tirne and experi- 
ence this branch of the school will develop into one 
of the most important of the manual training depart- 
ments.—Copper and Brass.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

There is little or no diminution of the confidence so 
freely expressed earlier in the year that 1907 will go 
down in history as a banner year in the hardware 
trade, even following as it does the extraordinarily 
busy year 1906. While in the East one hears from 
time to time the doleful note of the pessimist, there 
is the strongest feeling of confidence in the Western 
hardware trade. This was commented upon. by an 
Eastern manufacturer’ who visited Chicago. during 
the past week and expressed some surprise but grati- 
fication at the abounding confidence which seemed to 
pervade the middle West. 

Naturally enough there has been some slackening 
of trade with the approach of the midsummer season 
but retail business is reported generally good and 
jobbers are for the most part busy. Many manufac- 
turers are taking advantage of the season’s lull to 
make factory repairs and betterments, though most 
of them have order books in such condition that they 
can spare little time even for such purposes. 

The demand for wire nails is still very heavy and 
seems likely to continue into the fall season. Deliv- 
eries are slow, owing to the fact primarily that the 
mills find considerable difficulty in obtaining steel. 
Prices are well maintained, Chicago quotations being 
$2.18 in car lots to jobbers and $2.23 in car lots to 
retailers, with an advance of 5 cents for less than car 
lots from mills. 

There is a moderate demand for cut nails and prices 
are steady, Chicago quotations being as follows: Iron 
cut nails, car lots, to jobbers, $2.33; to retailers, 
$2.38; steel, to jobbers, in car lots, $2.33; to re- 
tailers, $2.28. 

Delays are experienced in obtaining barb wire 
promptly from the mills. The volume of new busi- 
ness is moderate. Specifications on- smooth fence 
wire continue heavy and a fair amount of new busi- 
ness is coming forward. 

Leading manufacturers of galvanized ware have 
made a slight advance in their list price on wash tubs. 

The list prices on hickory handles and hand screws 
are being revised by leading manufacturers. 

The reduction on July oth in the prices of raw 
copper was followed by a corresponding reduction. in 
several manufactured products and these continue 
subject to change. Sheet copper has dropped to 28 
cents. 

Some mahufacturers of washing machines have an- 
nounced advances of $3 per dozen. 





TIN PLATE.

COPPER. 


The long expected break in the official price of 
copper came July 9, when the leading producers 
began taking business in electrolytic at 22 cents with 
Lake and casting fractionally higher and lower re- 
spectively. This, however, is about the level of the 
actual selling price prevailing for some weeks back. 

Despite the reduction in prices, the market is still 
weak, but it is expected that fairly good demand 
will spring up shortly. It was reported in some quar- 
ters that the cut in prices was merely the beginning of 
the decline and that much lower prices are due. 

The London market also sagged off in sympathy 
with the weakness on this side. 

Corresponding reductions in prices of copper prod- 
ucts are looked for. Sheet copper has dropped from 
32c to 28c.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: 

“Conditions locally are improved over last week in that 
the little business which has been done has been accom- 
plished with less haggling and a quicker turning over of ton- 
nage than has been the case recently. Prices have appeared 
to be satisfactory to both furnaces and buyers and in no 
instance have the furnaces shown a disposition to cut seri- 
ously in order to put transactions through. While actual 
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tonnage placed during the week has been small, there seems 
generally an improved sentiment and it may be said that the 
market is firmer. There is no reason for any change in 
prices and the lethargy which has beset the pig iron market 
throughout the country is unbroken. Last week’s holiday, as 
usual, will show a large decrease in production and manu- 
facture generally. It is expected that developments during 
the balance of July will not be of any unusual interest, but 
by August there should be renewed activity and some large 
buying for extended delivery. Shipments of iron from fur- 
naces continue in excess of sales for the time ‘being and 
movement by railroads is very satisfactory. Inquiry is fair 
and indications point to a large tonnage still unplaced for 
the fourth quarter of this year. Quite a lively bit of business 
has been accomplished in Bessemer iron in the Pittsburg ter- 
ritory recently. 

“There are reports of improvement in the coke mar- 
ket at various points, but in general the demand is still lim- 
ited and a large supply is offering, especially for spot ship- 
ment. There is no change in prices to amount to anything 
and a small tonnage is being booked regularly, without, how- 
ever, the interest of very large transactions.” 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“So tremendous is the pressure for finished stuff that 
shutdowns this summer will be shorter and less numerous 
than is usual. As a rule in the hot weather the big mills 
stop operations for a month. This is partly to make repairs 
and partly because the men want a vacation, and sometimes 
it is because the market really needs to have production |es- 
sened. But this year only necessary repairs will be made. 
There is no time for anything else. Foundries of all kinds are 
just as much rushed as the mills—in fact, the entire iron 
trade is going at top. speed. 

“At the furnaces there is the same pressure and the iron- 
masters are having more than their share of troubles. In the 
South there is a shortage of labor that is really acute. This 
results in an inadequate supply of raw materials. At this 
season of the year there are many more agreeable occupations 
than work in the ore and coal mines, and from every district 
comes the same complaint of a lack of enough men to do the 
work. Pig ifon production is not what was expected. At all 
events many furnaces are behind on shipments and the demand 
from consumers for iron on old contracts is insistent. There 
is not much interest in iron on new orders for the very suffi- 
cient reason that most melters have bought all the iron ‘they 
will need for three to five months to come. In the*early fall 
a buying movement may be expected, but it is not thought 
that there will be much doing until that time. 

“Prices remain firm at about $21.50 for No. 2 for this 
year, and $18.50 for next year, f. o. b. Birmingham. There has 
been an effort in some quarters to beat down these quotations, 
but without results. The furnaces are so full of orders that 
they can afford to wait. 

“Coke has been active and there is a fine run of scatter- 
ing orders.”
